In hi* really authoriutlve book, "Civil Legislation of the French 
Revolution,” Monsieur Sagrac writes: 

“After havmg strengthened property rights, the revolutionaries 
weaken them, tte individual has, it is true, the right to use and 
abuse his possession, but it is essentially a life right which must never 
harm s^ety or the family Above the individual are natural and arti¬ 
ficial group*, the family and the state, that must nut be sacrificed, and 
in whose interest the legislator must establish rules for the transfer of 
property. 

The civil code, in the form it finally assumed under die con¬ 
sulate* only gives lu a feeble idea of the audacity of the revolution 
in th* matter of inheritance. The constitutional assembly discussed 
Ik prcAlem, and th# boldest ideas were put forward by Mirabeau, 
Retiou and Tronahet, but they came to nothing. It was the conven- 
tkm that legislated. That is why in my "Socialist History" I re- 
aerved a minute and critical analysis of this important part of the 
revoluticmary theorv and practice for my account of the convention. 
But all the convention did was to embody in law the principle* that 
were affirmed in all the assemblies of the revolution. These laws did 
not limit their activity to the reduction of tlie right of the individual 
to hand on his property: they did away with it almast entirely. 

AVherea* to day the father of a family can dispose of half his 

G operty if he has one child, a third If he has two. and a quarter If he 
s three, and can give this part to one of his children, who will thus 
receive a larger share than the others, the convention on the contrary 
decreed, on March 7, 1793, ‘h** "**** power of disposing of property is 
abolishi^, whether at death, by a deed of gift, or by a donation in the 
direct line; and that all descendants shall therefore have equal portions 
of the property of their parents." The father cannot favor any of his 
sons, or the grandfather his CTandsons, they must each receive a 
mathematically equal share. .'The right of making a will, the right of 
^posing of Ws property in the direct line, is completely abolished. 
The wish of the father or grandfather does not count, he is not truly a 
proprietor; he is only the agent of a property over which all the de- 
•cendant* of the same degree have, according to the law of the state, 
an equal and sovereign right. And not only can the father and 
grandfather not favor one of his descendants, by leaving to them the 
part over which he has control, but that part is reduced to almost 
nothing. The father cannot dispose of a half, or a third, or even a 
quarter. The law of the convention of 1793 only allows a father, if 
he has descendants, children or gtandchildren, to dispose of one-tenih. 

So that a man who has descendants ran only exercise his will 
over one-tenth of his property. And even this tenth cannot be used 
with perfect liberty', since he cannot increase the slare of one of his 
heirs, children or grandchildren. He can only give it to someone who 
Is not his heir. In no ewe can this small part of which he can dis- 

R sm, this tentit, be used to break up the absolute, mathematical equal- 
y that th* law wishes to maintain among the de,scendants, or to re¬ 
establish a sort of primogeniture or privilege of one of them. If the 
father wishes to dispose of the tenth allowed him by the law, he must 
carry It outside the circle of his heirs, he must give it to distant rela- 
livct or strangers. And so the law works in two ways to disperse 
and break upnie fortune of the father; first, in forcing the rigorously 
equal division of nine-tenths of the fortunes among the children, and 
then In obliging the father, if he docs want to have the remaining 
tenth brought In under th* same law of equal division, to give it out¬ 
side Ms immediate family. 

Moreover, whereas today article 915 of the Civil Code allows the 
cMsen who has no dascendants to dispose of half his possessions if be 
leaves one or more parents or grandparents in both the maternal and 
■alcmal lines, and of three-ftwrths if he only leaves them in one 
"Bne, the law of the convention only allowed th* citizen, whose parents 
or grandparents were living, to will away ont-six n of hit property. 

• * * 

Really, from the point of view of the impoitant right disposition 
^ one's posseaelons by ^ft or testament, private property, in rcvolu- 
flooary law, does not exist. 

The legislative committee of the convention wanted to push the 
policy of equal and enforced division of fortunes evrii farther, by the 
■aiwffttition of indefinite family property for private property. It con¬ 
sidered admitting all th* members of the family the brothers and sis¬ 
ter* as well as the children, to share equally in the inherit^ce. In spite 
of the urgent advice of Diirand-MailUne. if decided against this pro- 
however. But even as it stands, the Gvil Code of the convention 
destroys from it* foundation a whole essential part of the rights Ihat 
together oonstitute the whole of private property. 

The right of disposition.-which Is the very essence of private 
prtnerty, is not a tingle thin^ It can be exercised in different ways 
and in different directions. The convention eliminates one of these 
ways, and closet one of these directions: M. Sagnac, resuming the 
evolutionary work on this subject, can write witliout the bias of any

ing. J. J. V'lach, a Bohemian poli¬ 
tician and an office holder appointed 
by the former mayor, David Rose, 
was the first speaker, in spile of the 
protests of some in the audience; 
And one of the busybodies in con¬ 
nection with the attempt to get po¬ 
litical aiK'antagc out oi the meeting 
was the Prohate Judge Ikey Karel, 
whose queer work at Madison for 
the street railway monopoly will 
not soon be forgotten. When Mr. 
V'lach rose to speak, some Bo¬ 
hemian Social-Democrats protested 
vigorously against this man claim¬ 
ing that he was a cheap politician, 
and accused him of having written 
a leaflet full of sliaracful misrepre¬ 
sentations. The talking was done 
in the Slavish languages, and in a 
few minutes as the babel of voices 
and intense' excitement began to 
arouse the sluggish blootl of the 
foreigners, pandemonium broke 
loose. Ten minutes elapsed before 
the excitement subsided enough for 
the sjicakcr to proceed. 

P'inally the politicians trotted out 
ex-mayor Rose, the street railway 
mayor, as one of the speakers. In 
a most hypocritical speech he re¬ 
ferred to the recent events in Sla¬ 
vonia and said that these were the 
worst outrages committed in cen¬ 
turies. He claimed that such things 
could not happen in any other coun¬ 
try and that .\mcrica must be 
aroused to jirotest from one end to 
the ether. He hoped that soon the 
cnti'.'c world would have a constitu¬ 
tion "patterned after tlie Declara¬ 
tion of Independence.” 

Wlien he liad finished .\rthur 
Kahn began to address the people 
in their language from the floorK>fj 
the hall. Rom, supposing that Kfim 
was of his own stnpe, tried to make 
more |wlitical capital by urging liim 
to go upon the stage to speak, and 
even placed his chair in front of 
the stage for Kahn to step on. Kahn 
lost no time in taking advantage of { 
the opportunity and then facing the 
vast audience spoke a few wortis of 
introduction in tile Siavmiian lan¬ 
guage, and then read the follow¬ 
ing resolutions:
